On a Mission

Many of us remember exactly 
where we were on January 28, 
1986, when the NASA Space 
Shuttle Challenger exploded 
abruptly ending the lives of seven 
crew members, including Christa 
McAuliffe, a New Hampshire 
teacher. David Zahren, Greenbelt 
resident and 42-year veteran of 
the Prince George’s County Pub- 
lic School System, witnessed the 
tragedy firsthand. 

Both McAuliffe and Zahren 
were part of President Ronald 
Reagan’s Teacher in Space Proj- 
ect, which was designed to get 
students interested in space ex- 
ploration and science and math. 
As a finalist in the program, 
Zahren watched the shuttle’s 
launch from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla. In the wake of the disaster, 
he and dozens of other teachers 
were sent on a very different 
mission. Rather than celebrate 
the first teacher in space, Zahren 
was sent around the country as 
a space ambassador to explain 
the accident to children, reaffirm 
NASA’s commitment to space 
exploration and talk about the 
importance of science. 

In some ways, Zahren 1s still 
on this mission. Upon return- 
ing to Prince George’s County, 
he married his passion for sci- 
ence and broadcast television 
and created The Science Bowl, 
a weekly game show broadcast 
on the school system’s television 
channel where students from dif- 
ferent schools compete against 
each other to test their science 
knowledge. 

Science Bowl is a lot like 
Jeopardy with six categories of 
questions: Zoo Parade, Green 


Things, Let’s Get Physical, Body 
Systems, Science Potpourri and 
Dateline Science. Zahren writes 
the questions and strives to make 
them relevant to today’s students, 
challenging and answerable. 
“Anybody can write a question 
no one can answer,” he joked. 
His job is to write questions that 
have science at the core with a 
little bit of flair to keep the stu- 
dents interested. 

One of his greatest joys is 
seeing the look on a student’s 
face when they experience the 
thrill of competition. For ath- 
letes, there is no shortage of op- 
portunities to compete in school 
or recreational sports. Zahren 
noted that academically inclined 
students like to compete too and 
many Science Bowl participants 
have gone on to compete in the 
County Spelling Bee or It’s Aca- 
demic, a high school quiz show, 
which he hosts in Baltimore. 

This year was a very spe- 
cial year for the Science Bowl 
program and Greenbelt. In Sci- 
ence Bowl’s 30th year, Greenbelt 
Middle School won the county 
middle school competition for 
the first time in the school’s his- 
tory. Magnolia Elementary School 
won the elementary school com- 
petition, which was the school’s 
second win. 

When talking about the future, 
Zahren admitted that after 42 
years in the school system, he 
has to wonder if he has another 
year in him. He recently retired 
from his role as weekend weath- 
erman for ABC News 7. But 
there is a clamor from parents

GSA’s Increased Parking Need 
For FBI Dismays City Council 





The city council’s regular 
meeting of April 11 opened with 
an opportunity for councilmem- 
bers and residents to recognize 
the work of the communications 
specialists of the Greenbelt Police 
Department. 

Twenty-five years ago the 
Congress and president of the 
United States designated the sec- 
ond week in April as National 
Public Safety Telecommunications 
Week, a time to salute public 
safety personnel. The procla- 
mation read by Mayor Emmett 
Jordan in recognition of Telecom- 
munications Week stressed that 
these “unseen first responders” 
have a difficult job and play a 
vital role in emergency situations 
where both citizens and police 
officers must rely upon their abil- 
ity to convey timely and accurate 
information. 

Lt. Gordon Pracht introduced 
the communications specialists 
present at the meeting, including 
Michael Halpert, Mary Doane, 
Samantha Loncon and Jessica 
Houle, noting that Communica- 
tions Supervisor Alicia Williams 
was unable to attend since the 
office was rather busy. 

Other items on the evening’s 
agenda included several letters 
to be sent by council regarding 
Greenbelt Station, a referral to 
the Public Safety Advisory Com- 
mittee to make recommendations 
on a plan for the location of 
security cameras citywide, and 
considerable discussion of two re- 
quests raised during Petitions and 
Requests. Late in the meeting, 
which included several matters 
related to Greenbelt Station, came 
an announcement of anticipated 
good tax news for residents of 
the South Core.

Petitions and Requests 

Barbara Simon, president of 
the Greenbelt Community Devel- 
opment Corporation (GCDC) and 
Susan Walker, a GCDC board 
member, presented a request for 
the council to work with them 
on taking steps to revive inter- 
est in developing the Route 193 
streetscape plan that had been 
promoted by the state in 2003 
and later languished for lack of 
funding. Simon said that in ad- 
dition to her and Walker, Marc 
“Kap” Kapastin, general counsel 
for Beltway Plaza, and Advisory 
Planning Board member and bike 
safety advocate Jeff Lemieux 
were studying the project to see 
what should be retained and what 
updates were needed to enhance 
bus and bike transportation, as 
well as entrances to businesses. 

Simon said the group had 
proposed meeting with the city’s 
state representatives to discuss 
it. The mayor replied that in 
fact the city has already ranked 
the project as its highest prior- 
ity with the county. City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin and 
Councilmember Judith Davis also 
advised that the focus of their 
efforts should be on the county 
rather than the state and that even 
the State Highway Administra- 
tion would take most of its lead 


Greenbelt Is a 


The City of Greenbelt has 
earned another Playful City USA 
designation. Celebrating its 10th 
anniversary, the national recogni- 
tion program honors cities and 
towns across the country for 
making their cities more play- 
able. Greenbelt is one of the 
first cities to be recognized as 
a Playful City and a founding 
city of the designation. It has 
been recognized each year for 
its dedication to play for all ages 
and for providing residents with 
family-friendly activities. 

Communities across the coun- 
try are recognized for creating 
innovative ways to bring back 
play and attract 
residents through 
family-friendly ac- 
tivities. This year 
Greenbelt submit- 
ted its extended 
bicycling pro- 
grams, the reno- 
vation of the Old 
Greenbelt Theatre,

from the county on this project. 
They recommended working with 
County Councilmember Todd 
Turner. When Simon pressed for 
specific next steps to be taken, 
councilmembers suggested that 
a meeting sometime later in the 
summer might be possible. 
Indian Creek Concerns 
Patricia Walters, a resident 
of the newly developing Green- 
belt Station, asked about the 
eventual extension of Greenbelt 
Parkway from Greenbelt Road to 
the North Core and worries that 
the roadway could impact the 
Indian Creek flood plain. She 
asked if there was anything they 
could do as residents to monitor 
or help. Davis replied that the 
city and the county have both 
had concerns about that but the 
project design has not yet begun 
and no decisions have been made 
on the path of the road. Coun- 
cilmembers gave Walters various 
suggestions about clean-ups and 
organizations, such as Citizens 
to Conserve and Restore Indian 
Creek (CCRIC) that she and oth- 
er residents might be interested 
in working with. Walters also 
described the debris that was ac- 
cumulating from the construction 
work at the site, which city staff

Infinity Brought to Earth 

Two films of marked contrast carry the day and night at the Old 
Greenbelt Theatre this week. Debuting Friday is The Man Who 
Knew Infinity, wherein Srinivasa Iyengar, from distant India, wins 
his way into Cambridge during World War I. The smashing film 
(quite) on the big screen, at least until next Friday, is Money Mon- 
ster with a gingery George Clooney playing a lively TV huckster 
pulled into some kind of comeuppance. 

Infinity shows young Iyengar growing up defined by a drive 
to get into the heart of often abstruse mathematical theories. In 
Cambridge he faces scenes that eat at his confidence and sense of 
inner life, but friends — especially Professor G.H. Hardy and a key 
woman — play roles that tie into many moments that reflect a hope 
for brighter lights for the future. Much credit is due Dev Petal as 
Iyengar; in two earlier Marigold films he was adept as a push-ahead 
hotel figure. The distinguished Jeremy Irons, as Hardy, and many 
others were provided valuable guidance by director-writer Matt 


Brown.

Getting the Kinks Out 


The obscene graffiti decorat- 
ing the walls of the stage set of 
kink, now at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center, slap you in your face as 
the enter. As advertised, kinK is 
edgy, not to say raw, in its ex- 
ploration and defense of the more 
outresexual practices of a fraction 
of the gay community. 

Two hours long with a 
15-minute intermission, set en- 
tirely in a bar, kinK centers on 
the ambiguity of Eric’s death 
during a sadism and masochism 
(S&M) bondage scene. Was it 
accidental? Did his master Ryan 
murder Eric? Or did Eric stage 
his own suicide? 

Blessedly, this event occurs 
prior to the play’s beginning. 
In Act I, Eric’s grieving friends 
gather in the bar to thrash out 
the nature and implications of 
his death. 

Eric’s partner Cory is particu- 
larly devastated because he truly 
loved Eric and also because Er- 
ic’s brother Leonard has unfairly 
but legally wrested Eric’s estate 
from Cory, even though Cory is 
the beneficiary of Eric’s will. 

Act I ends with menace: The 
angry grievers vow to ambush 
Ryan and put him on trial. Do 
these vigilantes want revenge or 
justice? After all, revenge is a 
rough kind of justice, right? (cf. 
Francis Bacon) 

Act II is the lurid depiction 
of that trial — a draining roller 
coaster ride. No spoilers here — I 
cannot tell you the verdict, the 
play’s conclusion or Leonard’s 
stunning secret, which compli- 
cates the plot enormously. 

Author and director William 
Leary, founder of Wolf Pack The- 
atre Company, assures me that a 
portion of each ticket sold will 
be donated to Community Crisis 
Services, Inc. (CCSI, a non-profit 
organization that deals with an 
array of social issues, including 
Suicide prevention (See commu- 
nitycrisis.org). 

I strongly advise you to fortify 
yourself with a double shot of 
Jim Beam during intermission to 
prepare yourself for the nearly 
naked foreplay between Ryan 
and Leonard, implied fellatio be- 
tween same and the handcuffing 
of Ryan on an X-shaped cross to 
endure his trial. 

Wolfpack is not selling booze; 
it is giving it away, hoping for a 
donation to CCSI. 

The bountiful use of the CCF 
word reminds me that we have 
come a long way, baby, from 
1907 when the word shift — a 
woman’s slip-like undergarment 
— caused a riot in Dublin’s Abbey 
Theater during a performance of 
J.M. Synge’s The Playboy of the 
Western World. 

Happily, kinK is far from be- 
ing purely unpalatable. It is an 
urgent defense of the leather 
community’s unconventional sex- 
ual practices. “kinK is not the

deviant, abhorrent or violent prac- 
tice that many people feel that it 
is. Most in the community adhere 
to one simple creed: safe, sane, 
consensual,” Leary emphasizes. 

The characters in kinK exhort 
us to believe that most gay cou- 
ples are generous, compassionate, 
loyal and monogamous, who pur- 
sue the same hopes and dreams 
that all of God’s children do. 

Also happily, the actors are 
wonderful. 

Jamie Brill as Cory is very 
convincing as Eric’s devastated 
lover: vulnerable, vengeful, con- 
fused, threatening, tender and 
bereft. Thuan Nguyen as Leonard 
is excellent as the despicable 
Ryan’s boy toy: diminutive, fey, 
youthful. 

Paul Davis as Ryan 1s ev- 
ery homophobe’s bad dream of 
how gays behave: opportunistic, 
predatory, narcissistic, cruel. Let’s 
add defiant, unrepentant and pos- 
sibly masochistic for accepting 
this role. Davis courageously acts 
very well as he endures almost as 
many lashes as Jim Caviezel did 
playing Jesus in Mel Gibson’s 
movie The Passion of the Christ. 

The co-costumer Eileen Mur- 
ray Kraft is enchanting as the 
outsize, campy, raunchy and se- 
ductive Lady Chatter Lee. She 
has accessorized herself with a 
silver wig, a silver lamé dress, 
black and white boa, strappy 
black and white sandals exuding 
confidence and swagger worthy 
of Mae West. 

Tom Tomlinson as Jeff is ex- 
cellent as the aging/snarky gay 
fellow who foresees a bleak, sex- 
less future. By the way, he’s the 
only actor who doesn’t show any 
skin. Now that’s artistic integrity! 

Leah Livengood, as the leggy 
dominatrix Yvonne, purrs and 
struts and cracks her whip quite 
effectively. Her Russian accent 
adds to her feline menace. 

The excellent Brian Doug- 
lass as Jody has his own secrets 


which you can ferret out by see- 
ing the play. Rich Koster is Karl, 
the brawny bartender who acts 
as an enforcer during the trial. 
“Nobody dies in my bar unless I 
kill him,” says Karl. 

The set design by William 
Leary and the lighting work well 
together. Technical Director Ste- 
phen Beitzell (light and sound) 
spotlights each actor as he or she 
spills concerning the joys and 
angst of gay life. 

See plenty of male flesh, see 
a brave play, support a worthy 
cause and enjoy the new chairs 
at GAC. But don’t forget that 
double shot of Jim Beam.

Photos and Fiber Arts

The Greenbelt Arts Program 
presents art in the Community 
Center Gallery. Fascinating, chal- 
lenging or beautiful, these shows 
represent artists who sculpt, paint, 
print, sew or combine classical 
kinds of art. 

One part of the current show, 
Interweave, comprises six large 
(24” x 60”) and two smaller 
inkjet prints on canvas.

one of delight and mental curios- 
ity. How did the photographer, 
Ronald Beverly, take the photos, 
choose the images to compose 
these works and reconstruct the 
images to make the strange and 
beautiful patterns? 

With these works are Elka 
Stevens’ powerful Stowage Coat 
and cloth woven carrier. The 
coat is pieced of printed material 
that evokes the slave trade, with 
maps and the vessel that carried 
slaves. It is a paramilitary look 
made of cotton sateen, velveteen 
and silk. Stevens uses a Beverly 
print of cotton fields for the skirt. 
The viewer takes away a sense 
of history: of the huge price paid 
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by slaves for cloth and clothes 
and of the money to be made 
by selling people to do work. 
It is beautifully made. Up close 
one sees how it might have been 
made of shrouds; it seems to con- 
tain souls. Stevens’ other work is 
a handmade bag made of canvas 
cut and pieced from Beverly’s 
photographs.

have subsequently 
looked into. 

Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts 
shared some con- 
cerns of his own 
regarding the pos- 
sible environmental 
impacts of a road 
going through the 
development that 
would effectively 
be a 24-hour thor- 
oughfare between 
the Beltway and 
Greenbelt Road. 
He said council and 
residents should 
give consideration 
to the impact this 
would have on the 
community before it 
happens. 

Jordan responded 
by asking, “Would 
you really not want 
a road to the Metro 
Station?” and Coun- 
cilmember Edward 
Putens added, “This 
has been on the 
plan forever.” 

Fortunately As- 
sistant City Manager 
David Moran had some good 
news to offer the residents of 
Greenbelt Station with the close 
of the legislative session. Pend- 
ing signature by the governor, the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission park 
tax bills passed, with the result 
that residents of Greenbelt Sta- 
tion, like the rest of Greenbelt, 
will not have to pay the park tax 
portion of the M-NCPPC’s taxes, 
which should save them hundreds 
of dollars per year. Because of 
when Greenbelt Station became 
part of the city, special legisla- 
tion was required to fix this dis- 
crepancy. 

FBI Parking Requirements 

In March, the U.S. General 
Services Administration (GSA) 
announced a revised requirement 
for employee parking at the pro- 
posed Greenbelt site for the FBI 
Headquarters Consolidation. Ac- 
cording to information provided 
by the city manager, the new 
requirement would increase the 
number of parking spaces from 
3,600 to 6,076, which would 
put Greenbelt at a competitive 
disadvantage. GSA’s decision is 
also inconsistent with Presidential 
executive orders, GSA’s own or- 
ders and the guidelines provided 
by the National Capital Planning 
Commission. 

On the meeting agenda was a 
draft letter to GSA opposing this 
change, which was unanimously 
adopted. Garth Beall, the de- 
veloper for the FBI project at 
the Greenbelt Metro Station, was 
present at the meeting and had 
contributed to the development 
of the letter. He said he knew 





that part of the motivation for the 
change was that Greenbelt and 
Franconia are both end-of-the- 
line stations and may be parking 
destinations for those driving in 
from some distance and from 
non-Metro areas. He said he 
would have anticipated no more 
than a thousand parking spaces 
be added for that, however. One 
concern, he said, is that it is dif- 
ficult to impossible to know how 
important various criteria are 
weighted in the evaluation. He 
said he had asked GSA if they 
could be more specific, and they 
said no. On the other hand, he 
is confident that it is of great 
benefit to Greenbelt that it is the 
only one of the sites under con- 
sideration that would not require 
a shuttle between the train and 
the worksite. Where no Metro 
bus is provided, GSA will require 
bidders to include the shuttle as 
part of their costs. 
Security Camera Study 

Putens had asked that the 
council consider making a refer- 
ral to the city’s Public Safety 
Advisory Committee to undertake 
a comprehensive review of exist- 
ing security cameras in the city 
and to make a recommendation 
to the city council on whether ad- 
ditional cameras should be added. 
Resident opinion will be sought 
by the committee. His motion 
passed unanimously.

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National Park Service Seeks 
Invasive Plant Comments 


The National Park Service 
(NPS) is accepting public com- 
ments on an Invasive Plant Man- 
agement Plan and Environmen- 
tal Assessment (plan/EA) for 
15 national parks in the greater 
Washington D.C. region (includ- 
ing Greenbelt Park) through June 
9. Comments are accepted online 
or by mail. 

While the parks throughout the 
National Capital Region protect 
many different ecosystems, they 
all face threats from nearly 200 
species of damaging, invasive 
plants. The plan/EA identifies 
long-term strategies to reduce the 
impacts of invasive plants as the 
NPS works to ensure a healthy 
future — for people and nature 
and well-preserved history in na- 
tional parks. 

The final plan/EA establish- 
es management guidelines, ac- 
tion options and best practices. 
Whether the concern is invasive 
plants on land or in the water, 
park managers will be able to 
choose the methods that fit their 
specific needs and provide the 
most value in terms of cost and 
effectiveness. The plan also helps 
to identify the most urgent needs 
so the NPS can focus attention 
where threats are most dire. 

Comments on the plan/EA will 
provide the NPS with the public’s 
feedback regarding the project’s 
potential effects on park resourc- 
es, visitor experiences, and park 
operations. The NPS will address 


comments on the plan/EA before 
a final decision is made.

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Grange Information Meeting 
To Be Held Here on May 31 


As an officer of the National 
Grange, there are a lot of things 
to do to prepare for the 150th 
Anniversary of our organiza- 
tion, one of which is researching 
where Granges had been formed 
but were lost over the century 
and a half. 

More than 40,000 communi- 
ties across America (and a few 
in Canada) have had Granges, but 
there is no record of a Grange 
being formed in Greenbelt. With 
the deep history of civic engage- 
ment and cooperative nature of 
our city, I was amazed by that 
omission. I determined it may 
have been because those who 
wished to join became members 
of the Grange at the University 
of Maryland (UMD) campus; or 
perhaps other organizations from 
the start of Greenbelt served 
similar functions as Grange so no 
one thought to organize a chapter 
here. 

Unfortunately, the UMD chap- 
ter has long since closed, so it 
is with great hope that leaders 
from the Maryland State Grange 
and National Grange seek people 
interested in becoming charter 
members of a Grange in Green- 
belt. 

While the Grange started as a 
farm family organization, it has 
adapted to a changing America 
over the past 149 years. Today, 
Granges are chartered in very 
rural areas, suburbs and urban 
centers like Washington, D.C.

Granges identify needs in their 
community, then organize and 
complete community service proj- 
ects to help meet those needs. 
Granges often work as a connec- 
tor between multiple entities or 
organizations in the community 
to assist with large-scale projects 
that need extra assistance or to 
bring together groups with similar 
interests — if only for one issue 
or need — to improve the quality 
of life in their community. Many 
provide educational outreach to 
their community, especially re- 
lated to food, agriculture, civic 
engagement, citizenship, safety 
and preparedness. 

Benefits abound for local 
Granges because they are a char- 
tered entity under a national or- 
ganization. Chapters have support 
of a group that has established 
itself over many decades, they 
have access to resources for pro- 
gramming and outreach efforts 
and get updates on issues of 
importance to the organization 
as a whole. Local members can 
be part of state and national con- 
tests. There are also some finan- 
cial benefits that greatly outweigh 
the cost of membership. Annual 
dues start at $27 but the local 
Grange can choose to increase 
it in order to raise money for its 
own treasury. 

AS a grassroots organization, 
all policy is first written as reso- 
lutions in local Granges and if 
passed by the local Grange, is 


sent to the State Grange if it 1s a 
state or national issue. If passed 
at the state level, and the issue 
is national in scope, it goes on to 
the delegate body of the National 
Grange for review, discussion and 
debate and could become policy 
for which the National Grange 
legislative director, national presi- 
dent or other Grange members 
advocate. 

On Tuesday, May 31 at 7:30 
p.m., an informational meeting 
will be held in the Community 
Room of the Greenbelt Police 
Station. To charter a new Grange, 
13 people, ages 14 and older, 
must sign up. A Junior Grange 
could be chartered as well, for 
children ages 5 to 14.

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Museum’s Activities Aided

The quaint and quiet presence 
of the Greenbelt Museum at the 
corner of Westway and Crescent 
Road gives the wrong impres- 
sion — the museum 1s a veritable 
hub of activity and a vital part of 
the city. 

One of the best loved of the 
many events hosted by the muse- 
um is the annual Roosevelt Ride. 
Bicycles decorated with streamers 
and flowers and riders dressed in 
vintage clothing will once again 
travel a prearranged route through 
the historic part of the city and 
return to the Community Center 
grounds for a picnic on Sunday, 
June 5 at 11 a.m. The event is 
open to all and free of charge. 
To ensure safety, the ride will 
be led by an expert bicyclist and 
accompanied by a police escort. 

The Roosevelt Ride is just 
one of the many events hosted 
by the museum. In keeping with 
its mission to encourage residents 
and visitors to explore the living 
legacy of the Greenbelt commu- 
nity, the museum hosts a quar- 
terly lecture series and special 
programs such as open houses at 
Halloween and during the city’s 
Holiday Tree Lighting. Curator 
Megan Searing Young creates de- 
tailed exhibits such as the current 
one featuring the life and works 
of Lenore Thomas Straus, the 
sculptor of the Community Cen- 
ter friezes and the Mother and 
Child statue in Roosevelt Center. 

Less visible is the museum’s 
work in promoting the commu- 
nity to visitors. School groups 
often schedule a visit to the mu- 
seum for a day of children’s 
activities that illustrate life in 
the early years of Greenbelt 
and enjoy a picnic lunch on the 
grounds. International visitors, 
especially those associated with 
the Maryland China Initiative at 
the University of Maryland, tour 
Greenbelt and the museum. Ar- 
chitecture and planning students 


from many countries also come 
to study Greenbelt. 

In addition to these activities, 
the museum serves the commu- 
nity through its collaborations 
with other groups. “Collaboration 
with others in the community 
benefits us all by increasing our 
strengths,” said Sheila Maffay- 
Tuthill, the museum’s volunteer 
and education coordinator. For 
example, the museum has part- 
nered with the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre, alight dance theater and 
the Labor Day Festival, among 
other others. 

Greenbelt Community Founda- 
tion (GCF) grants have provided 
invaluable assistance to the mu- 
seum’s work. The museum has 
received three grants. One helped 
fund an update to the museum’s 
orientation film shown to all 
visitors. Another funded an ex- 
hibition entitled Green From the 
Start: A History of Gardening in 
Greenbelt and several associated 
programs. A timeline exhibition 
created for the city’s 75th an- 
niversary, entitled Greenbelt: The 
First 75 Years, 1937-2012, was 
funded by the third grant. 

The museum looks forward 
to increasing its presence in the 
community, particularly with the 
recent acquisition of the adjoin- 
ing house at 10-A Crescent Road, 
and bringing Greenbelt’s history 
into the city’s future. 

Sponsored by Greenbelt News 
Review, Paradyme Management 
and Beltway Plaza, the museum’s 
Roosevelt Ride event is part of 
the Explore Your Greenbelt with 
the GCF to celebrate its 10th an- 
niversary.
